Tire oldest civic organization in 
tthe Community Chest will receive 
$1,000 this year from the 1949 cam ­ 
paign, an increase of $100 over the 
$900 it requested a year ago.

the 
Gettysburg

Nursing association, to extend its 
services to the entire area covered 
by the Community Chest. Previously 
the civic nurse had been confined 
by regulations of the association to 
activities within the borough limits. 
Organized in 1912, the Civic Nurs­

Mrs. Joseph F. Bushey, 
Is fully qualified in her work The 
rules of the association, set up in 
1912, state, "The work of the nurse 
is to adm inister to the sick in their 
j homes and to instruct their families 
how to take proper care of them, 
how to prepare food and to observe 
proper sanitation.”

As the bus travels over its route, 
the directors'will mark off the types 
of roads, the backtracking necessary 
and other details concerning tile 
trips.
